Apr. 4— Dr. Gulden 
Mackmull. a local physician, in speak­ 
ing of vitamins before members of the 
Langhorne 
Sorosis yesterday 
after­ 
noon, informed that vitamins are chem­ 
icals and proceeded to tell of sources 
oi vitamins A. Ii, C, and I). 


The speaker was introduced by Mrs. 
Harry W illiams, chairman of the wel-j 
tare committee of the local women’s 
club. 
Dr. Mackmull. speaking in the local 
library stressed the 
need 
of 
being 
he.< It Ii conscious, and asked his listen­ 
ers to “ have an intelligent approach to 
lite subject of vitamins.” He stressed 
tile daily use of foods containing vita­ 
mins. so thai Kood health might be 
promoted. A deficiency of vitamin A 
Causes eye disease, especially in warm 
climates, he stated. 
He 
added that 
many motorists afflicted 
with 
light 
blindness are deficient in that vitamin 
Sinh vegetables as dandelion greens, 
chard, spinach, and carrots are high in 
vitamin A content. He told that one 
apricot has as much of this vitamin as 
20 appies, and it is also found in butter, 
cheese, eggs. Butter loses some of it 
in cooking however, and all of the 
vitamin in frying. “ Quick freezing of 
foods causes very little of the vitamin 
to Ik* lost," he also informed. Vitamin 
A is to be found in halibut and cod 
liver oil. 
Vitamin B was spoken of as being a 
combination of vitamins, and supply of 
ii for the body must be replenished 
each day through the diet. “ It is ele­ 
vating to those who are fatigued, and 
its source is through raw green leafy 
vegetables, beans, asparagus, broccoli, 
nuts, etc. The vegetables should 
bt 
cooked quickly so they do not lose the 
precious vitamins.” 
That vitamin C is a preventive of 
scurvy was one thing spoken of with 
lemon and lime juice being high in con­ 
tent of such. This vitamin also pre­ 
vents tooth decay, and aids in healing 
Wounds the physician stated. Its source 
is also in orange and tomato juice, 
although not so high in the latter as in 
oranges. It is to be found in potatoes, 
especially in raw potatoes. Some is 
lost in cooking, and all if the potatoes 
are fried. Grass, watercress and cab­ 
bage are also good sources for vitamin 
( ’. Dr. Mackmull informed. 
One point brought out by the phy- 
siciau was that cooking foods with soda 
destroys all vitamins. He added that 
“ No food contains sufficient vitamin I) 
to prevent rickets. Sufficient vitamins 
to prevent rickets must he procured 
additionally through the rays of the 
sun or in concentrated form, such as

In rejecting the demands, the Amer­ 
ican Government expressed “ surprise” 
at their extreme nature and asserted 
that “ no civilized nation" would havt 
tolerated the attempted sabotage of 
foreign vessels in (heir ports.
